Regionalized ion  of  Market  Hews  becomes  effective  on  January  1,  1943, 
as  outlined  in  the  copy  of  the  Administrator's  Memorandum  No.  2,  Supplement  U, 
dated  December  30,  1942,  which  each  field  office  and  Market  News  man  has 
received  or  will  receive  in  a  few  days.     One  o^  the  important  changes  under 
regionalizat ion  is  the  allotment  of  funds  to  the  various  regions  from  which 
to  oay  the  cost  of  operation  in  each  region.    Each  regional  office  will 
hereafter  handle  all  fiscal  matters  including  payroll  procedure,  voucher 
certification,  etc    An  employees  concerned  with  fiscal,  personnel,  supplies 
and  equipment  and  other  supervisory  or  work  program  matters  should  get  in 
touch  with  his  Regional  Administrator  for  full  instructions.     The  close 
cooperation  of  all  employees  with  the  Regional  Administrators  is  expected 
in  order  that  this  change  in  our  operations  may  be  made  with  a  minimum  of 
confusion .

There  seems  to  be  an  increased  tendency  on  the  part  of  some  of  our  field 
offices  to  raise  questions  with  the  Washington  office  which  should  be  properly 
answered  by  the  District.  Supervisor ' s  office  serving  the  territory  in  which  the 
office  is  located. 

There  is  no  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  Washington  office  to  dis- 
courage correspondence  but  freciuently  much  time  could  be  saved  if  the  corres- 
pondence had  been  directed  to  the  District  Supervisor's  office. 

It  is  auite  essential  that  much  of  the  administrative  work  of  a  Division 
as  large  as  this  be  decentralized  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  District 
Supervisors,  thus  preventing  bottlenecks  in  the  handling  of  routine  matters. 
We  believe  that  practically  all  routine  auestions  arising  in  connection  with 
our  work  can  be  handled  by  the  District  offices  and  a  better  coordination  of 
our  activities  would  #e  brought  about  by  contacting  the  District  Supervisors 
in  the  majority  of  cases.

The  last  paragraph  of  ray  memorandum  of  November  25  which  accompanied 
the  form's  for  the  survey  of  processed  fruit  and  vegetable  facilities  has 
apparently  not  been  fully  understood  by  a  fev;  of  our  offices.    After  each 
survey  is  completed  an  AMA-39  is  to  be  issued  covering  all  time  and  expenses 
incurred  in  the  survey  O'f  each  plant.     In  addition  to  this  each  man  in  charge 
of  an  office  and  each  District  Supervisor  is  to  prepare  a  statement  to  cover 
tue  time  he.  has  .spent,  in. connection  with  directing  the  survey  and  any  ex- 
penses in  cornect ion  therewith,   in  a  suitable  memorandum  or  on  form  AMA-39 . 

+he  point  is  th^t  every  hour  of  time  spent  on .  the  survey  by  any  one 
must  be  accounted  for.     As  the  survey  for  each  plant  is  completed  let  the 
complete  AMA-F9  accompany  the  report  to  the  Washington  office. 

3d.  ICjl^J^rEN^INSPECTORS 

Members  of  the  Administrator staff,   including  Mr.  Roy  Hendrickson, 
have  been  considering  the  'desirability  of  developing- uniforms  to  be  worn 
by  our  women  inspectors."  ■  , 

Mrs.  Linderer,  Miss  Gabbert  and  Kiss  Starr  have  investigated  the 
uniforms  "now  worn  by  the  WAVES  -  and  WAACS  and  find  that  a  very  suitable 
uniform. of  Navy  blue  with  a  small  beret-type  of  head  gear  can  be  purchased 
from   .uniform  companies  at  a.  nrice  of  $30  to  $40,'  exclusive  of  shoes.  It 
may  "be  possible  by  having  tailored  uniforms  made  by  one  or  two  concerns 
that  the  cost  will  "5 e  lessened.     It  has  been  concluded  not  to  adopt  a  top 
coat  at  this  time  as  many  of  our  inspectors  doubtless  have  a  rather  size- 
able investment  in  their  present  coats. 

There  seems  to  be  a  feeling  on. the  Dart  of  quite  a  number  of  our 
young  women  inspectors  that  they  would  like  to  wear  uniforms.     We  think  that 
attractive  well-made,  uniforms ,  properly  fitted  and  tailored,  would  lend 
much  to  the  impress iv'eness  of  our  service.  f;' 

We  wish  to  secure  en  expression  from  each  woman  of  the  inspection 
staff  as  to  whether  .or  not  they  feel  they  would  care  to  go  into  uniform. 
Tne  decision  will  be  mane  sr.ortly  as  to  whether  this  will  be  made  mandatory 

or  no t .  • - 

This  item  is  written  at  this  time  in  order  to  let  you  know  of  this 
development,  for' if  the  force  goes  into  uniform,  you  may -wish  to  bear  this 
possibility  in  mind  in  planning  your  future  wardrobe. 

Two  uniforms  are  on  order  row,  and  photographs  of  models  will  be 
sent  each  inspector  as  soon  as  they' are  received. 

It  is  oossible  that  the  men  may  also  be  interested  in  going  into 
uniform,  and  we  will  be  glad  to  have  an  expression  from  any  of  them  on 
this  subject.

CALIFORNIA -ARIZONA  LEMON  ORDER  -  The  Administrator  issued  orders 
limiting  shipments  of  lemons  to  250  carloads  for  the  weeks  ending  December 
27,  1942,  and  January  3,  1943. 

FLORIDA  CITRUS  ORDER  -  The  Administrator  issued  orders  on  December  19, 
limiting  the  grades  and  sizes  of  Florida  oranges,  graoefruit  and  tangerines 
which  may  "be  shipped  during  the  period  ending  January  11,  1943. 

SUPPLEMENT.- L  TANGERINE  PURCHASE  PROGRAM  J-S4a--  On  December  17  the 
Secretary  approved  Supplemental  Tangerine  Purchase  J-S^-a,  providing  for 
the  purchase  of  fresn  Florida  tangerines. 

CALIFORNIA-ARIZONA  DESERT  GRAPEFRUIT  ORDER  —  Cn  December  25  the  Adminis- 
trator issued  an  order  limiting  the  grades  and  sizes  of  desert  grapefruit 
which  may  be  shipped  in  interstate  commerce  and  to  Canada  during  the  period 
ending  January  31,  1943. 

CABBAGE  DIVERSION  PROGRAM  -  On  December  31  the  Secretary  approved  the 
second  amendment  to  the  cabbage  diversion  program  J/9a,  permitting  packers 
participating  in  the  program  to  receive  payments  for  the  sale  of  sauer- 
kraut purchased  from  another  packer  "Participating  in  the  -orogram . 

POTATO  AGREEMENTS  AND  ORDERS  —  The  order  suspending  the  General  Cull 
Regulation  for  Colorado  potatoes  ves  signed  on  December  21  and  became 
effective  December  22.     The  budget  was  approved  at  the  same  time. 

Similar  action  was  taken  with  respect  to  the  Idaho  General  Cull  Regulations. 
Fhe  order  ves  printed  in  the  Federal  Register  on  December  25,  but  because 
of  failure  to  include  an  effective  date  the  order  could  not  become  affective 
at  that  time.    However,   it  is  expected  that  it  will  become  effective  very 
soon . 

GENERAL  COMMODITIES  PURCHASE  PROGRAM  —  Purchases  were  made  for  Lend-lease 
of  dried  apples,   canned  be<-ts,   canned  green  beans,  canned  corn,  canned 
tomato  juice,   canned  spinach,   concentrated  or-nge  juice,  garlic,  onions, 
canned  pimentos,  dehydrated  potatoes  and  orange  juice.

It  is  understood  that  "Courtesy"  or  "Credit"  cards  used  in  securing 
gasoline  and  oil  purchases  for  use  in  Government -owned  automobiles  will  not 
"be  honored  after  January  31.    Accordingly,  it  will  "be  necessary  for  those 
employees  concerned  to  either  pay  cash  for  such  purchases  and  reclaim  the. 
amounts  on  expense  accounts  (with  receipts  attached  thereto.)  or  use  the 
public  transportation  systems.     The  Department-  is  endeavoring  to  work  out 
a  system  for  relieving  this"  situation  but,  until  such  time  as  it  may  be 
effected,  the  above  procedures  will  be  required,     It  is  believed  the  various 
Regional  Administrative  Offices  will  be  in  position  to  keep  the  field  offices 
advised  in  this  matter.

CALIFORNIA-ARIZONA  LEMON  ORDER— On  January  9  the  Director  issued  an<  order  limit- 
ing the  shipment- of  Lemons  to  250  cars  for  each  of  the  two  weeks  ending  January  17. 

FLORIDA  CITRUS — On  January  9,  the  Director  issued  orders  limiting  the  grades  and 
sizes  of  Florida  oranges,  grapefruit,  and  tangerines  which  may  "be  shipped  during 
the  period  ending  January  25.     The  orange  order  prohibits  the  shipment  of  U.S. 
Combination  Russets,  U.S.*  No.  2  Russets,  and  No.  3,  or  lower  grades,  while  the 
size  limitation  allows 'size  238  and  larger  to  he  shirked  and  approximately.  51 
Der  cent  of  the  available  supply  of  -size  324  orange's.     The  grapefruit  regulation 
limits  shipments  of  all  varieties-  to  U.S.  No.  2  grade  and  higher  grades  and  limits 
shipments  of  seeded  grapefruit  to  size  80  and  larger  and  seedless  grapefruit  to 
size  96  and  larger.     The  tangerine  regulation  prohibits  the  shipment  of  U.S. 
No.  2  Russet t    grade,  U.S.  No.  3  grade,  and  lower  grades;     it  also  prohibits  the 
shipment  of  tangerines  smaller  than  -size  246. 

Mr.  Bpylbw  is  still  in  Florida  in  connection  with  citrus  processing  matters . 

FOOD  DISTRIBUTION  ORDER  NO.  3—  On  January  5  the  Secretary  approved  "Food  Distri- 
bution Order  No.  3,"  effective  January  6  placing  restrictions  on  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  citrus  fruit  juices.     This  order  prohibits  sales,  at  the  cannery  level , 
of  single-strength  grapefruit  juice,  from  January  6  to  March  31,  except  pursuant 
to  a  Government  war  contract.     It  prohibits  the  production  and  sale  of  concentrated 
juices ,. af ter  January  9,  except  pursuant  to  a  Government  war  contra-ct.  No 
processor  shall  produce  any  single-strength  orange,  lemon,  or  combination  juice 
after  January  9  beyond  the  Quantity  specified  in  and  subject  to  the  restrictions 
of  War  Production  Bo^rd  Conservation  Order  M-86e,. 

-  FOOD- -DISTRIBUTION  ORDER  NO.  6—  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  6  was  issued  by  the 
Secretary  on  January  12  to  become  effective  January  13.     This  order  gives  the 
Director  authority  to  require  handlers  of  fresh  citrus  fruits  to  set  aside,  during 
weeks  specified  by  him,,  quantities  equal  to  certa.in  percentages  of  what  they  ship 
into  fresh  fruit  channels  during  such  week.     It  is  anticipated,  that  supplemental 
orders  pursuant  to  Order  No.  6  will  be  issued  shortly,  designating  "set  aside" 
periods  and  establishing  "set  aside"  percentages  for  California-Arizona  oranges. 

CABBAGE  DIVERSION  PROGRAM — Since  the  announcement  of  the  recent  amendment  to  the 
Cabbage  Diversion  Program,  requests  have  been  received  to  provide  for  further 
amendment  to  permit  diversion  payments  to  the  first  packer  who  sells  sauerkraut 
to  another  packer. 

POTATO  MARKETING  AGREEMENT— The  Idaho  Cull  Regulation  under  the  Idaho-Oregon 
potato  marketing  agreement  was  terminated  on  January  5. 

GENERAL  COMMODITIES  PURCHASE  PROGRAM— The  following  were  purchased  for  Lend-Lease: 
Concentrated  orange  juice;  hops;  canned  grapefruit  juice,  peas,  green  beans,
